America A sks No Indemnity. 


“The United States demands no 
Indemnity and does not exact further 
satisfaction for any of the incidents 
connected with the patrol of Mexican 
waters and Invasion of the country.. 
“A commission shall be appointed 
to adjust private claims growing out 
of the revolution and International 
incidents. ” 
The protocol was drafted and its 
phraseology telegraphed to Washing­ 
ton for approval. 
Later word came from President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan author­ 
izing the American delegates to sign 
It. 
The results of the mediators' work 
places the issue now squarely before 
the representatives of the two war­ 
ring factions. 
On them will rest the 
responsibility for failure or success 
of the peace plans as a whole.

This was announced by 
General Villa’s officials here. Two of 
Villa’s generals were wounded. 
It was believed here that Villa’s 
lack of effective artillery ammunition 
had made it necessary to rush the 
federal positions with infantry, tak­
